Seeds are sold without warranty, expressed or implied as to description 
and productiveness. Goods should be carefully inspected upon arrival and 
claims for conditions made at once. We cannot consider claims after seeds 
have been stored or planted. 


All shipments travel at buyer’s risk and claims for damages in transit 
must be taken up with carriers. 


CAUTION — While it is true that plants grown from seed of horticultural 
varieties often yield superior plant material in comparison to that grown 
from nondescript seed, we wish to emphasize that seeds of such varieties or 
hybrids, with few exceptions, cannot be expected to come true to name. They 
are offered here for the convenience of competent plantsmen, for research 
and breeding work only.

With many growers confused as to what strains of Scotch Pine to plant 
we feel competent in giving the following suggestions: 

Practically all strains are, for some condition or other, suitable both for 
forest planting, i.e., timber production and for use as ornamentals or 
Christmas trees. 

In general two major races of Scotch Pine concern us here: 


Strains from Northern Europe growing on the sandy plains which stretch 
from the coast of Belgium and Holland all the way east to, and around, the 
shores of the Baltic Sea. They are considered good strains for reforestation, 
grow comparatively fast, but usually have the objectionable feature of foliage 
discoloration with’ the approach of cold weather. They all do best on deep, 
sandy soils. If planted on better soils plants have a tendency to “overeat,” 
grow too fast and are prone to fall prey to disease and insect infestations. As 
an exception as to winter color the Pine strain of the North German low 
plain warrants attention. 


The Mountain Strains from various origins in Europe usually growing on 
stony soils are better adapted for all around planting. It is from these strains 
that best results can be expected for use as Christmas trees. Grown on sandy 
soils plants from these strains may require feeding to show best foliage color. 


SCOTCH PINE — Seed from Highlands Forest in France (formerly offered as 
green strain — Western Europe), elevation 2,700 - 3,600 feet has been the pre- 
ferred choice of Christmas Tree growers for many years. It keeps its color 
well, is short needled, fairly fast growing and of bushy habit, much used for 
wind-breaks, shelter planting, landscaping. Its wood, reported to qualify 
with that from northern strains, warrants a trial for timber production on 
stony loam soils. 86,000 seeds per pound.** 


SCOTCH PINE — Seed from the mountains of Spain. Grower’s initial re- 
ports indicate, that the strain can be expected to do well in possibly all but 
the most northerly areas. Because of the excellent seed grade available and 
the good foliage color of this form Christmas tree growers will want to give 
it a trial. 


SCOTCH PINE — Seed from Austrian Forests, a hill strain, elevation 1,400 
feet, green needles, straight stems, small crowns, 78,500 seeds per pound. This 
Strain, in some sections is preferred to the former. It ranks second in choice 
for Christmas tree production. 


SCOTCH PINE—Belgian Campine Strain—we are again offering this 
Strain because of its excellent qualities as a forest tree. It is fast growing 
with straight stems, attaining largest average height and bole increment in 


**seed counts as given here are approximate, weather conditions causing 
variations from year to year. 
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comparison to other strains of Central Europe. While the foliage remains 
green in winter it is not favorably regarded by Christmas tree growers 
because of its’ long needles. Some, however, report that it responds well 
to shearing and like it for that reason. The tree does well on sand. 


SCOTCH PINE — Seed from North German Low Plain. This strain has late- 
ly come to the attention of Christmas tree growers for its ability to do well 
on sand. Trees about twenty years old, on our own land, have shown only 
the slightest of foliage discoloration during the cold months in comparison to 
definite yellowing of Riga strain (Latvia) trees. Color, somewhat more in- 
tense than with the latter, is a bright-bluish green. Needles are from 242-3 
inches long, a trifle wider and heavier in texture than those of the 2-2% 
inches long of the Riga strain. Seasonable increase is moderate, little in 
excess of Riga strain trees. We will suply certified seed from selected stands, 
collected under supervision of state foresters. 


SCOTCH PINE — The West Baltic Strain from the East Coast of Sweden is 
somewhat different from the East Baltic or Riga strains which it surpasses 
in rate of annual increase. This is possibly the best strain for timber and 
planting in the North. 90,000 seeds pre pound. Seedlings are unusually re- 
sistant to adverse conditions. 


PINUS MUGO (MONTANA) — which is much planted on mountain slopes 
and steep banks to stop erosion, rock and snow slides, is of equal value for 
stopping wind erosion on dune lands in coastal districts. Closely planted 
it will form, in time, impenetrable thickets, a barrier to wind-blown sand, a 
refuge for wild life. 


PINUS MUGO PUMILIO— Shrubby Swiss Pine as indicated by its form 
name Pumilio i.e. Dwarf, is the smallest of the Mountain Pines. Seed, cer- 
tified as to origin, comes, we are assured, from pure stands at high altitude, 
4,300-4,800 feet, without presence of trees of the Tree Swiss Pine (rostrata) 
to influence the dwarf habit by cross-pollination. 


PSEUDOTSUGA TAXIFOLIA (douglasi) CAESIA—The gray Douglas Fir 
is considered to be a form intermediate between the green Pacific Coast and 
the blue Rocky Mountain varieties which it surpasses in rate of seasonal in- 
crease. As an ornamental it is preferred to the Rocky Mountain type in 
sections where trees of the latter are affected with premature dying of lower 
branches. It is much used as a Christmas tree either cut from the wild or 
nursery grown. Originating in interior sections with drought conditions in 
summer and severe cold weather in winter it is entirely hardy in the north, 
reported thriving in cultivation in Finland. We take pride in the fact of 
having been the first seed-house in the states to list and describe this tree 
a good many years ago. 


DORMANCY IN SEEDS OF PINE, SPRUCE, OTHER CONIFERS —Failure 
to germinate promptly certain conifer seeds is often due to the fact that no 
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consideration had been given to dormancy factors. Seeds most usually con- 
cerned are:— White Spruce, White Pine, other Pines of the Cembra, Flex- 
ilis and Strobus groups. 


In Fir (Abies), Hemlock (Tsuga), Douglas Fir (Pseudotsuga), Larch 
(Larix), Sitka Spruce dormancy occurrence is variable with dormancy found 
in some lots and none in others. 


In Blue Spruce (Picea pungens) fifty percent of seed are dormant, the 
other half fast germinating. 


Late spring planting of all of the before mentioned is apt to result in 
total failure or partial germination only. Fall planting of some, early spring 
planting for others or pre-treatment (stratification) of seed lots will be 
required for best results. Growers are requested: — 


A. To consult reference books for these problems. 

B. For earliest spring planting to prepare their beds in the fall, not to 
touch bed surface at sowing time but to dress with dry peatmoss, sow 
and cover with peatmoss and shades. Boarding-in of beds will facil- 
tate this procedure. 


RODENT REPELLENT — Seed destruction by foraging rodents and birds 
may be prevented by dusting seeds with Redlead powder. Seeds are being 
soaked over-night, superfically drained and the Redlead mixed in until all 
seeds are coated. A little goes a long way. 


DAMPING OFF— Soil and seed treatment with commercially available 
weed-killers and fungicides is recommended. Bed preparation with humus 
materials and sand to insure a porous, moisture and air retaining surface 
is essential. Proper covering of seed will help much to alleviate damping-off 
conditions. It is advisable to cover seeds with a layer of dry soil, (just 
enough to cover seeds) taken from the walk between beds and applied 
with a sweeping motion from a, preferably rimless, square shovel. Over 
this a layer of sand, about % inch thick, is applied. The light colored sand 
surface will reflect heat rays, act as a mulch and moisture retainer, prevent 
germination of weed seeds to a great extent. 
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General information as to how and when to plant, as often requested. 
cannot be given in letter form.
